Sentiment within the industry

March to April. The open spring au- 
gurs well. Road construction is de- 
velopiug a month ahead of last year, 
accelerating the demand for struc- 
tural steel and reinforcing bars. Out- 
door work generally is broadening un- 
usually early. Save for two impor- 
tant interests automobile production 
is being stepped up and the March 
momentum seems likely to carry over 
into April. In many important fin- 
ished steel lines deliveries are de- 
ferred, to which increased warehouse 
business attests. 

Sheets present a mixed market. 
Automotive interests at Detroit are 
sufficiently hungry for full finished 
sheets to pay a premium for car- 
loads -out of warehouses, and Ma- 
honing Valley mills are booked four 
weeks on this grade. Production in 
all districts is somewhat higher than 
® week ago. Some makers are at- 
tempting to stand on 2.90 cents, 
Pittsburgh, for black sheets, 3.75 
cents for galvanized, and 2.20 to 2.25 
cents for blue annealed for second 
quarter but these levels are shaded.

Majority of Companies 
Will, Not Follow Cut to 
14 1-2 Cents a Gallon 


The hope of Southern Califor- . 
nia motorists that the price of 
1444 cents per gallon for gasoline 
initiated by the Pan American 
Petroleum Company two days ago 
might become universal was not 
realized yesterday. While few 
marketing experts ventured any 
opinion on the matter, it seemed 
to be the general impression 
among the refiners that the pos- 
sibility of the reduction becom- 
ing general was more remote than 
ever. 

The original reason for the 
gasoline war, which was launched 
last week when the California 
Petroleum Corporation cut gaso- 
line to 16% cents per gallon, was 
the intense competition among 
the marketers for the favor of the 

- independent gasoline dealer. This 
rivalry resulted in a general in- 
crease in the trade discount to 

_ dealers from 3 cents per gallon, 
which had been the prevailing 
rate, to 4 cents. Under the spur 
of the desire to recruit more deal- 


cents, with the resulting slash in 
retail prices, 

The last cut by the Pan Ameri- 
can is said to have caused a re- 
turn to the 4-cent differential on 
the part of those companies who 
were offering the higher rate of 
discount, who foresaw the neces-.

loss if the market price was re- 
duced any further.

Philosophy is an ever-present help to 
enable us to bear with fortitude the mis 
fortunes that are not our own. We see 
the Russian and the Chinese peoples on 
their pilgrimage of forty years through the 
wilderness, and we silence the emotions 
that are crying out even at the distant view 
of their tribulations by saying that, in the 
end, they will reach the promised land of 
representative government administered by 
representative men—and perhaps women. 


But wht of the generation that perishes 


in the wilderness? Can we offer the wan- 
derers an occasional supply of fresh water 
to refresh them on the way? Is there 
aught that we can do to make their pil- 
grimage less of a torture of the flesh and 
of the soul? Our tears will not avail; for 
they but add to the lakes of salt which will 
be encountered on the desert. Words are 
only wind sighing in the empty wastes. 
They may form mirages to gladden. the 
eye; but they carry no refreshing drops for 
parched lips and swollen tongues. 

Philosophy may bring peace of mind 
us. But what of them? 

It has been the destiny of the present 
generation on the earth to witness the death 
day of great monarchies. China,. Russia, 
Germany, Austria, Turkey; mighty mon- 
archies were these, and populous and 
mighty were the countries over which they 
held sway. The monarchies have fallen, 
and the fali of a monarchy fs as terrible 
as a trembling of the earth. It helps little 
that the feet are firmly planted whe. heads 
are insecure. 

China was the first of the great mon- 
archies to fall; but the Chinese s for 
nearly twenty years about the ruins before 
they began their pilgrimage. All present 
signs indicate they are now on the way and 
that they are inclined to plunge into the 
Same deserts that engulfed the Russians. 
They reject in the beginning the God of 
the great free peoples of the earth-and set 
up for themselves the bloody Moloch of 
Communism. 

False gods never guided a people along 
a true course. In China there are ambi- 
tious, heartless tyrants who seek to rule 
at any price, who are willing to sacrifice 
millions to gratify their selfish ambitions. 
There seems to be small choice between 
the arrogant Chinese war tords and the 
Bolshevik dictators. But the submerged 
millions in China seek only peace and an 
opportunity to seeure at the price of their 
labor the necessities of life. They are in- 
nocent of wrong, are the victims of condi- 
tions not of their own making. They want 
peace ,nd repose, but they are ignorant of 
the means by which these are to be ac- 
quired. In each province they are drafted 
into the military service of the ruling war 
lord. They will fight without knowing for 
what, and will die without knowing why. 

If this country were to send an army to 
intervene in their behalf they would mis- 
understand the motive and would unite to 
drive out the foreigners, who would be 
painted to them by the wily war lords as 
oppressors. Blood will not check the flow 
of biood. -Good intentions misunderstood 
can be as harmful as evil intentiohs. 

The Russians have spent ten years wan- 
dering in the desert. The sands through 
which they have passed are soaked with 
blood and whitened by bones. And there 
was wild rejoicing in the industrial centers 
of Russia when the news came that Shang- 
al had fallen and the Chinese were start- 
ing over the Communist trail. Perhaps 
they imagine their sufferings will be easier 
to bear if they know that another populous 
country is suffering from the same ills. 
Ignorance is always fanatical in its wor- 
ship of false gods. 

With China in revolution there is little 
the western world can do until the first 
fever begins to subside. The first year wili 
be one of pillage; and the second year will 
be the eginning of famine. For the terri- 
tory now fought over will go uncultivated. 
There has been little sowing; the growing 
grain will be trampled down and those who 
should be harvesting grain will be harvest- 
Ing with bloody sickle human lives. 
Apparently, all we can do at the present 
is to stand by and prepare to take up anew 
the burden of the Good Samaritan after the 
fury of the onslaught passes. 

_Shutting our eyes to the danger signals 
will not clear the track. We must be pre- 
pared to send across the Pacific ships 


to 


naked and medfcal supplies for those whose 
wounds are untended. . Such is the burden | 
of our responsibility—to preserve. so far 
as we are able, ignorant fools from the con- 
sequences of their folly. 


NSTRUCTIVE DISARMAMENT 
Negotiations looking to further limita- 
tions of armaments and even to further dis- 
arming are sometimes fallaciously consid- 
ered destructive because they imply scrap- 
ping of warships and destruction of highly 
organized systems of national defenses. The 
disarmament program, however, is one of 
the most constructive conceptions in human 
bistory. It seeks to eliminate waste 60 
great one can hardly comprehend it and to 
use human energies and valuable materials 
for the benefit of the human race instead 
of for protection of one people against an- 
other. | 

In a discussion of the progress of arms 
limitations the Philadelphia Public Ledger 
says: “It takes the edge off the naval race. 
The sentiment toward rivalry virtually dis- 
appears and, with it, the dangerous tenden- 
cy toward overarmamest. A limitation 


gives fair assurance that the nations in- 
volved are not building against one anoth- 
er. The tendency, presumably, will be for 
each to consider its own needs rather than 
the fear that it will be outstripped in the 
race.” 

One further step in the psychological re- 
action to disarmament negotiations which 
meet with any degree of success is sitmula- 
tion of constructive programs. Huge sums 
not required for naval armaments can be 
used for the betterment of the peoples. 
blessed with the saving, and with more 
progress at home each nation will have less 
to ask of other nations and less to fear 
from the others’ asking or demands. This 
is well illustrated by the attitude of the 
people of the United. States; they know so 
many things for which they would rather 
subscribe their taxes that they would he 
pleased to have no battleships at all except 
for the still-existing necessity of protecting 
themselves from peoples who would rather 
build battleships than schools, bridges, 
dams, canals and the scores of other con- 
structive works requiring public moneys,

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NESTHETIC BULLETS 

Capt. Barnett W. Harris, representative 
of the Chicago Zoological Society and the 
Field Museum, has tnvented an anesthetic 
bullet for use in capturing big game, Capt. 
Harris will soon take the field in the wilds 
of Sumatra, Borneo, India and Africa to ob- 
tain specimens for a new 200 at Riverside, 
Iil., and instead of subduing gorillas, orang- 
outangs and other flerce denizens of the jun- 
gles with deadly pellets of lead he will give 
them a long-distance injection of a strong 
anesthetic fired in a bullet from a gun. 
Within a few minutes after the needle-bul- 
let strikes its quarry the animal will be- 
come unconscious and can be secured with- 
out danger to the captors or injury to the 
specimen, according to the claims of the 
inventor. 
A New Yorker writing to the New York 
World sees the promise of a revolution ip 
the use of firearms through the development 
of the anesthetic bullet. “If it is so fine for 
animals,” he asks, “then why not for hu- 
man beings? This bullet, if it came to gen- 


duce the homicide rate. It ts difficult to 
think of any use for a pistol that could not 
be served as well by such a bullet as by a 
lethal bullet. Police, when they have to 
ue arms to take their quarry, no doubt 
would prefer it; and criminals might feel 
the same way, especially since they are no- 
toriously averse to standing in the shadow 
of the gallows.” 
Capt. Barnett conceived the bullet for use 
in the jungles and it appears to be an excel- 
lent device for his purpose. 


UNTING TROUPLE 

A jury at Toronto, Ont., bas convicted 
one Ernest V. Sterry of blasphemous libel 
under an old British law which makes it a 
crime to criticize God. The defendant in 
the case declared that he was only attempt- 
ing to liberalize public opinion and that he 
thought his article would clear up contro- 
versy concerning the character of the Deity. 
The defense attorney said that the Old 
Testament, the basis of Sterry’s alleged 
blasphemous remarks, was “nothing but 
mythologies,” a familiar charge in this age 
of American liberality of religious debate. 
Sterry had written an article printed in the 
Christian Enquirer in which the following 
paragraph appeared: “The God of thé Bible 
is depicted as one who walked in the Gar- 
den of Eden, talked with a woman, cursed 
a snake, sewed skins together for clothes, 
preferred the savory smell of roast cutlets 
to the odor. of boiled cabbage, who sat in 
a burning bush or popped out from behind

OUBLING FOR THE SUN 

Prof. R. B. Harvey, associate professor 
of pliant physiology at the University of 
Minnesota, bas performed a series of inter- 
esting experiments that are expected to 
have far-reaching results upon the fruit and 
vegetable industries, He has demonstrated 
that it is no longér necessary to permit 
vegetables and fruits to ripen naturally in 
the sun to get the full flavor from them. 
Through the use of ethylene gas as a ripen- 
ing agent the fruit is said to have the same 
taste and appearance as though it had been 
ripened quite naturally. 

A great many fruits are picked while 
green and gradually ripened by time, but 
they never acquire the same delicious fla- 
yor that these which remain on the tree 
possess. Under the new system one man 
with 40 cents’ worth of gas and the ex- 
penditure of less than ten minutes of time 
can ripen a carload of green bananas in 
forty-eight hours. Very small. immature, 
green tomatoes were ripened in six days 
by the us+ of one part gas to 1000 parts of

Pasadena seeks to im a 65,000 
acre feet of excess water in 
the canyon through the construc- 
tion of a municipal dam below the 
site of the County dam at the forks. 
ft claims first rights on any storm 
waters that may be allocated, in as 
much as it was the first city to file 
claim on this water for domestic 
consumption.

This order was ignored by Burg, 
who sald the Police Commission 
means nothing to him and has 
no jurisdiction over his hat- 
cleaning business, according to a 
communication filed with Secre- 
tary Jeffers by Grealis. 

The commission's interest in 
the asserted loss of the hat was 
first aroused recently by a com- 
Plaint filed by Grealis. He stated 
that he left the hat to be cleaned 


almost two years ago at Burg’s 
establishment but was later told 
% had been misiaid. He stated 


Burg refused to make restitution 
except by replacing the lost hat 
with a renovated one. Grealis 
then called on the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau, the City Pr tor, 
Mayor Cryer, the District Attor- 
ney, the Public Defender and 
others in search of a means of re- 
dress. Howevcr, either no assist- 
ance was offered him by these of- 
fices or the cost of filing suits 
was greater than the value of the 
hat, he declared.
